The alleged failure of Alberta to de- 
velop her resources, as charged a few days 
ago by Agricultural Minister Gardiner, 
4s a matter that should have the early and 
faithful consideration of the provincial 
government. F 

Not even the most bigoted critic could 
maintain that the Alberta government has 
been backward or maladroit in developing 
the oil resources of the province. 

In most respects Alberta’s oil policy 
is the best in the world. At the very least, 
that policy gets the oil out of the ground 
and puts it to useful work—and at the 
same time sends a nice flow of profits into 
the public treasury.

Is anything being planned to get the 
most from Alberta coal which Mr. Gardi- 
ner calls 15 per cent of the world’s total 
ftupply?

An announcement by the government 
at the February session of the legislature 
that a survey of that kind would be made 
and a campaign for new industries under- 
taken in the largest and widest possible 
way would be the best news Alberta people 
could hear,

As a matter of fact Mayor 
Parsons does not need to worry 
about something for Edmonton. 
We are getting our reputation 
naturally, International publica- 
tions are telling the world about 
the “Boom-town that won't 
boom.” This city is establishing 
a reputation for civic apathy 
and dullness that is going to be 
hard to live down. 

4t is a fact. The Edmonton pub- 
lic does not become enthusiastic 
about anything. Ideas that are

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TODAY’S MESSAGE 


Pre-Lenten Thoughts 


“And He said to all: If anyone wishes to come after 
Me, let him deny himself, and take up his cross daily 
and follow Me.” This Scriptural text is especially timely 
for the coming Lenten season since it emphasizes the 
spirit of self-abnegation that marks the true Christian. 
It reminds us that selfishness—we may call it also pride 
or infidelity—is essentially the renunciation of God for 
unworthy things. 

The lesson of Lent is that man must put first things 
first. The curbing of our inclinations, the self-imposed 
mortifications of this season, are an acknowledgment 
that we must seek primarily what is pleasing to God. 
Man is created to love God; and he must learn that this 
entails a constant readiness to put self last rather than 
first. 

In the Lord’s Prayer, the Christian asks that “Thy 
will be done on earth as it is in heaven.” To do God’s 
will means to avoid sin, to practice virtue. It means to 
curb the lusts of the flesh, to do justly to others, to be 
patient and kind, to give God honor and praise in all 
things. Lent reminds us that duty to God is paramount 
and inescapable. 

But Lent should not be filled with grudging aware- 
ness of God’s supremacy. It should be marked by a re- 
newed willingness to do Him service. It should stimulate 
us to ardent love of His boundless perfection; to grati- 
tude for the multitude of His mercies. 

In this Lent of 1950, we should try to curb undue 
attachment to the world. The spirit of hedonism is ram- 
pant everywhere. Millions conduct their lives as though 
God did not exist, as though there is to be no final hour 
of reckoning for every individual. Lent is an invitation 
to pause and ask ourselves whether or not our lives are 
motivated by pure or base ideals. It is by the manner 
in which we observe this 40-day period that we can de- 
termine how closely we are in harmony with God's will.
